Student groups improve retention rates, overall campus diversity

Bronson Blackwell said 
Careem Gladney is like the 
brother he never had. 

Gladney, senior in fi- 
nance and a leader on cam- 
pus, mentors Blackwell, 
freshman in pre-journalism, 
through the Black Student 
Union Mentor - Men-tee 
program. The two hang out 
together, attend meetings to- 
gether and study together. 

"We have so much in 
common," Blackwell said of 
Gladney. "He motivates me 
to be better." 



This type of mentor- 
ship, especially among black 
males, helps to increase the 
low retention rate of black 
students at K-State, where 
whites are almost twice 
as likely to graduate than 
blacks, explained Myra Gor- 
don, provost for Diversity at 
K-State. 

"MSO's [Multicultur- 
al Student Organizations] 
provide a ready-made con- 
nection for students," Gor- 
don said. "People are there 
to help you and know what's 
going on with you. When 
kids get involved they are 
more likely to stay." 



In contrast, many his- 
torically black colleges' re- 
tention rates are still an issue 
but are better than predomi- 
nately white universities. 

According to an arti- 
cle in Black Issues in Higher 
Education Journal, Spelman 
University, a female, histori- 
cally black college, excels at 
graduating blacks. 

There, incoming fresh- 
men are assigned Big Sisters, 
and the Learning Resources 
Center offers academic ad- 
vice and peer tutoring. 

"HBCU's (Historically 
Black Colleges and Universi- 
ties) know how to retain stu- 



dents," Gordon said. 

Mirroring the support 
programs at these institu- 
tions, K-State is investing in 
their MSO's to increase the 
retention rates. 

"We are putting mon- 
ey on the table for MSO's 
to have more programing 
and event coordination," she 
said. "Multicultural student 
organizations on campus are 
flourishing."

As technology has evolved over the 
years, students on campus have access to 
quicker forms of communication and ex- 
pression. They now have access to almost 
anyone or any type of media at the push of 
a button thanks to devices like cell phone 
and MP3 players. 

These devices have been known to 
cause distraction and can make people 
seem unapproachable. Do cell phones and 
MP3 players hinder students' awareness of 
their surroundings? 

"Digital technology is transforming 
our culture in complex ways that are dif- 
ficult to fathom," said Harald E.L. Prins, 
University Distinguished Professor of An- 
thropology. "Newly engineered portable 
devices such as the cell phones enable us 



to communicate with friends, relatives and 
colleagues almost anywhere and at any- 
time. That is the new media environment 
of 'connectivity' we now live in." 

The Collegian conducted a recent poll 
of 275 K-State students in several lecture 
halls and in the K-State Student Union 
to determine how often students use cell 
phones or MP3 players when they are 
walking to and from classes. 

About 10 percent of the students sur- 
veyed said they used either device during 
the entirety of each and every passing pe- 
riod. About 28 percent claimed they used 
one of the devices during the entire peri- 
od, however would put the device away if 
they saw someone they wanted to talk to. 
Close to 36 percent said they use one of 
the devices only for a couple minutes dur- 
ing each passing period. And only about 5 
percent said they use a cell phone or MP3

player occasionally during one or two 
passing periods per day, and about 20 per- 
cent said they never use either when walk- 
ing in between classes. 

When the students were asked if us- 
ing their cell phones or MP3 players hin- 
der them from speaking with other people 
on campus, about 5 percent of students 
said they were completely absorbed in the 
device they were using. About 9 percent 
said they don't talk to or approach peo- 
ple (strangers and friends) if they are us- 
ing their cell phones or MP3 players. An 
overwhelming 81 percent of the students 
polled said they don't let their devices hin- 
der interaction with people on campus, 
and only about 4 percent said they use nei- 
ther device when walking on campus. 

Lastly, when the students were asked

The Manhattan Urban 
Area Planning Board will have 
a public hearing at 7 tonight in 
the City Commission Room at 
City Hall, 1101 Poyntz Ave.

Edwards Hall once home to athletic'children'

No one would ever assume that petite Pat 
Patton, formerly known as Pat Favorw, helped 
raise 188 "children" in Edwards Hall. 

Patton and her ex-husband, Bill Favorw, a 
former assistant track and field coach at K-State, 
directed the newly built athletic dorm from 1967 
to 1975, which was commonly referred to as "A 
dorm" and is now Edwards Hall. 

Former football coach Vince Gibson came 
to K-State under the condition that the universi- 
ty would build a new football stadium and ath- 
letic dorm. 

Patton's son, Jon Favorw, said the idea to 
build a dorm centered on athletics was heavi- 
ly influenced by University of Alabama coach 
Paul William "Bear" Bryant who was "the God 
of College Football" and "wanted all his team to 
eat, sleep and play together." 

"They thought this guy was crazy, but they 
bought into it," Jon said of K-State's impression 
of Gibson. "They built him a new stadium and 
athletic dorm." 

Patton said she was shocked when she and 
her husband were asked to be dorm directors. 

"[Gibson] could talk anybody into any- 
thing," Patton said. "I was just stunned. Our re- 
action was, Why us?'" 

Nevertheless, Patton, her husband and their 
two young sons, Jon, who was 6, and Jim, who 
was 8, left their Meadowbrook Lane home for 
the athletic dorm in the summer of 1967, where 
she started looking after 186 student-athletes 
who were there for their training. 

"The activity and exuberance was 100-per- 
cent full when they came back in August," Pat- 
ton said. "It just came alive again." 

From that point forward, Patton was a 
mother, chauffeur, nurse, counselor and busi- 
nesswoman, but not cook.

Patton said the coaches kept the athletes in 
line - for the most part. But they got into trou- 
ble occasionally . 

"To this day I can still hear (prank fire 
alarms)," Patton said. "You can imagine 180 ath- 
letes running around just woken up. I had never 
hyperventilated in my life, but I was so mad." 

Coming in late, the athletes would simply 
ram their fists through the hollow doors to get 
in. The doors were eventually replaced with sol- 
id doors. "It only took one broken hand to stop 
that," Patton said. 

Punishments for bad behavior included los- 
ing laundry pension and having to run laps. 

Patton describes coach Gibson's legendary 
lap-running punishment as, "Run "til you drop. 
Not how long - but just 'til you dropped." 



Both brothers agreed living in the dorm was 
a life changing experience. 

"Living in the dorm was just like any nor- 
mal household for us, except that we had 180 
big brothers hanging around," Jim Favorw said. 

Both Jim and Jon mentioned how the ath- 
letic dorm was a child's paradise because it had 
an entertainment room, a pool and a basketball 
court. 

"I don't know if we just loved athletics or 
loved athletics because we lived in the dorm," 
Jon said. 

The brothers benefited not only from the 
dorm's luxuries but also from the people they 
met. 

"We got to rub elbows with the Lynn Dick- 
eys of the world," Jon said.

In our celebrity-obsessed world, it 
is likely most readers are familiar with 
Angelina Jolie and Madonna's adop- 
tions of children from developing na- 
tions. Perhaps a few even remember 
the scandal surrounding Madonna's 
adoption of her son David, when it 
was said her celebrity status helped by- 
pass laws regulating foreign adoption 
of Malawian children. 

It is worth noting that while Ange- 
lina Jolie criticized the legality of Ma- 
donna's adoption, Jolie was caught in 
a scandal after her Cambodian son, 
Maddox, was adopted through an 
agency which was found guilty of fraud 
and money laundering. 

These situations were highly pub- 
licized because of the celebrity status 
of the adopting mothers, but every day 
international adoption scandals go un- 
reported and unnoticed. 

Television ads convince Western- 
ers that millions of orphans across the 
world are desperately in need of a safe, 
healthy and economically sound home. 
While it is true they are living in terri- 
ble conditions, an article in "Foreign 
Policy" magazine points out that those 
we believe to be orphans might not re- 
ally be orphans at all. 

Adoption agencies in Ameri- 
ca know well that the children eas- 
iest to place with adoptive parents, 
are healthy babies. Those who are 
ill, disabled or older than the age of 



five are typically more difficult to 
place in a loving home, as par- 
ents have shown their preference 
for adopting the youngest and 
healthiest available to them. 

This phenomenon is no 
less true in nations across the 
world. There are many mid- 
dle and upper class families 
from developing nations that 
desire to adopt healthy babies 
from their home countries. So 
why are there so many healthy 
babies supposedly available 
for international adoption to 
Western homes? 

If there is one thing we 
know well, it is that money 
talks. Families pay enormous 
fees to proceed through the in- 
ternational adoption process, 
and these fees are often ex- 
tremely high when compared 
to the standard of living in the 
countries from which they are 
adopting. 

If agencies and individuals 
are being paid a premium to find 
healthy babies for families willing 
to pay the fee, corruption ensues. In 
fact, "Foreign Policy's" article "The 
Lie We Love" states that the top in- 
ternational adoption sources from the 
past 15 years have temporarily stopped 
adoption negotiations with families 
in the U.S. because of concerns about 
kidnapping and corruption in plac- 
es including Ethiopia, Romania, Brazil 
and Belarus. 

Mothers in countries infamous 
for adoption corruption like Guatema- 
la have had their babies stolen from 
them, only to find they were market- 
ed as orphans and adopted by fami- 
lies abroad. Trafficking concerns have 
caused developed countries like Brit- 
ain, Canada and France to stop accept- 
ing adoptions from the country. 

At the beginning of 2008, Guate- 




mala stopped American adoptions as a 
step toward reforming the process. 

As Thomas DiFilipo, president 
of the Joint Council on International 
Children's Services, said, "Unless you 
control the money, you won't control 
the corruption. If we have the greatest 
laws and the greatest regulations but 
are still sending $20,000 anywhere - 
well, you can bypass any system with 
enough cash." 

Westerners looking to adopt in- 
ternationally should be critical of the 
process and undergo serious investiga- 
tions as to the legitimacy of the agen- 



cies with whom they are working. Dili- 
gent research should be done concern- 
ing the country's history of trafficking 
and adoption-related corruption. There 
are too many families, believing they 
are doing good, that have adopted chil- 
dren under false pretenses. 

For once, we might be able to 
learn a valuable lesson from Madonna 
and Angelina.

Obamas citizenship question could easily be solved 
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President-elect Barack Hussein Obama has until to- 
day to verify that he is in fact a natural-born citizen, ac- 
cording to www.obamacrimes.com, a Web site owned by 
Philip J. Berg. 

It is clearly stated in Article 2, Section 1 of the U.S. 
constitution that "no person except a natural-born cit- 
izen or a citizen of the United States, at the time of the 



adoption of this Constitution, shall be eligible to the of- 
fice of president; neither shall any person be eligible to 
that office who shall not have attained to the age of 35 
years, and been 14 years a resident within the United 
States." 

Berg has a substantial amount of evidence for his 
claim that Obama was not born in Honolulu, Hawaii, 
but rather that he was born in Momboso, Kenya. Berg's 
site paid for a full-page ad in the Washington Times on 
Nov. 17 to lay out the accusation and the grounds for it. 

First, Berg claims to have a tape of Obama's pater- 
nal grandmother, Sarah Obama, saying "I was in the de- 
livery room in Kenya when he was born Aug. 4, 1961." 

The article goes on to say experts have called the 
scanned copy of Obama's birth certificate that he pre- 
sented forged. Berg was quoted as saying, "It's clear- 
ly been altered," which would invalidate the document. 
Also, at the time he was born, Hawaiian law allowed for 
people to register for the non-hospital short form certifi- 
cate up to one year after the date of birth. 

Thirdly, if Barack Obama did indeed attend school 
in Indonesia under the name of Barry Soetoro, he 
would have been required to be a citizen of Indonesia. 
During this time his citizenship was listed as Indone- 
sian, his religion was listed as Islam, and his father was 
supposedly Lolo Soetoro. At this time no dual citizen- 
ship was available, and if he had been adopted by his 



stepfather he would have forfeited his American citizen- 
ship. 

Ultimately the issue at hand is the U.S. Constitu- 
tion, that single document that truly makes this country 
great. Without it, we as a nation are nothing, but when 
it is upheld as it should be and as our framers intended 
it to be, our country is truly great. There are very few re- 
quirements for becoming the president of these United 
States. 

Supreme Court docket No. 08-570, viewable at ori- 
gin.www.supremecourtus.gov, shows that a petition for a 
writ of certiorari before judgment filed was filed Oct. 30, 
and the response is due today. 

It is beyond comprehension why Obama has con- 
tinued to fight these allegations, rather than simply 
producing the document for the whole world to see. 
Something must be fishy, as just getting it out in the 
open would have completely done away with the issue 
months ago. 

If in fact Obama is found to not be a natural-born 
citizen, the Supreme Court will be forced to invalidate 
the election and another election will be held.

Graphic design class gives students professional experience

It's presentation day in Matrix Studio, Professional Business 
Practices, ART 577. 

Aspiring graphic designers each make a pitch to clients in hopes 
of having his or her concept selected. Ordinarily, a chance to work 
this closely with clients would not be available until a student en- 
ters an internship. But for students in ART 577, the real experience 
of working with clients has already begun. 

In Professional Business Practices, the presentations to clients 
are the culmination of lessons about communicating with clients to 
understand their design objectives, the graphic design industry and 
the specifics of operating a graphic design business. 

Tom Bookwalter, instructor of art, an experienced illustrator 
and veteran of the graphic design industry, has led the class for eight 
years. 

Each semester, the class works with several different clients 
from around campus and nonprofit industries to design logos and 
other graphic designs. The class recently presented the KSU Foun- 
dation with designs for the K-State PROUD campaign. 

Over the duration of the PROUD campaign, the logo has al- 
ways come from Bookwalter's ART 577 class. 

Stationery material from the College of Arts and Sciences also 
came from this class. After being presented with the different de- 
signs, clients select a design and return to the class offering the rea- 
sons why designs were not selected and why the selected design was 
chosen. Bookwalter said each client pays $100 to the winning de- 
signer for his or her efforts. 

"To students, $100 is a lot of money, and they get excited about 
it," he said. "Its kind of a small reward. Certainly we don't want to 
compete with any businesses currently that are professional firms; 
that's why we concentrate on projects here at the university and 
nonprofit." 

Ashley Campbell, senior in graphic design, said the experience 
has proven beneficial before she enters the graphic design industry. 

"I think that next year when I go out into the real world, I won't 
be just diving in," she said. "I have a little experience beforehand, I 
sort of know what to expect beforehand." 

Professionalism is emphasized as part of the course. Students 
are required to dress up for each presentation. Students need to 
know how to properly introduce themselves to clients and listen to 
them, Bookwalter said. 

"I think that's part of being a professional is trying to under- 
stand what the clients may say and maintaining your professional- 
ism with what they say," Bookwalter said. "I conduct this class to be 
very professional. It is a professional class with real clients, so they 




need to present themselves in a professional manner." 

There usually are students who repeat the course, Bookwal- 
ter said. During an informal poll in class on Monday, about half 
of the 15 students assembled acknowledged they would repeat the 
course. 

Aubrey Klein, senior in graphic design, is one of those stu- 
dents. 

"I don't have to [take the class] for a requirement, but I really 
like to because it's really good practice," she said. "I enjoy the proj- 
ects and the instructor is great and everyone in the class is very help- 
ful." 

Bookwalter has marketed the class around campus to anyone 
needing design assistance. He encourages anyone needing such as-

'Transporter 3' moves at same pace as 1 and 2

The third installment of the 
"Transporter" saga, starring 
Jason Statham as Frank Martin, 
the quick and deadly driver- 
for-hire, delivers high-explosive 
action but falls short of bringing 
new spice to the "Transporter" 
flavor. 

Once again, we follow our 
ripped action hero on another 
adventure as he drives his re- 
markably clean and unscathed 
black Audi from Marseilles to 
Odessa to deliver the "package." 
Except this time, his mission 
could mean his life or death. 

When American criminal 
mastermind Johnson (Robert 
Knepper) forces Martin into the 
driver's seat with Valentina (Na- 
talya Rudakova), the kidnapped 
daughter of a Ukrainian govern- 
ment official, Martin must find 
a way to protect himself, as well 
as his new flame, from paying 
the ultimate price, even if it 
means breaking his own rules. 

With plenty of intense fight 



sequences, explosions and high- 
speed car chases, "Transporter 
3" definitely moves quickly with 
no time to stop and count how 
many bad guys Martin takes 
down at a time. 

For lovers of the previous two 
films, "Transporter 3" has its 
share of entertainment, but does 
not raise the bar in the original- 
ity department. Statham plays 
his character perfectly as in the 
previous films while drop-kick- 
ing 20 men at a time without 
suffering even a scratch. And the 
action is just as far-fetched as 
in previous films - maybe even 
more so. 

It might be perfect for the 
genre, but I couldn't help think- 
ing how ridiculously superhu- 
man it is for a man to chase a 
speeding car on a bicycle or for 
him to land an already-beaten 
up Audi on a fast-moving train. 
But for "Transporter 3," I guess 
it's safe to say that's what you 
should expect, and I suppose 
that's what the audience loves. 
However, for me, more realistic 
action is more alluring in a mod- 
ern action-thriller. 

As the villain, Robert Knep- 
per plays a great ruthless Ameri- 




can with lots of greed, power 
and influence in the European 
crime world. I kept waiting for 
the thick southern drawl of his 
character T-Bag on the FOX 
series "Prison Break" to break 
through at any point in the mov- 
ie, but my expectation was only 
half met when he pulled out a 
shank-like knife to fight with, so 
I guess it will have to do. 

As for Rudakova's Valentina, 
I could have done without her

was mediocre at best. 

Overall, "Transporter 3" will

It was difficult to handle for many K-State fans. A 
mere four points separated K-State from going unde- 
feated at the Las Vegas Invitational this past week- 
end - instead, the Wildcats came home winless. 

K-State (5-2) faced traditional power Kentucky in 
the first round Friday night. The game was a bit of an 
anomaly. K-State forced Kentucky into a season-high 
31 turnovers while limiting them to just 32 shots. 

But Kentucky made its shots count, making nearly 
69 percent of them as it held off a furious K-State run 
in the second half to win 74-72. 

"That was part of our thought process coming in, 
turning them over," coach Frank Martin said. "But 
we didn't need to be heroes. Our guys left their souls 
on the court." 

K-State started well, leading 16-7 at one point. But 
Kentucky answered with a 16-0 run to take a 23-16 
lead. 

Kentucky was led by junior guard Jodie Meeks, 
who scored 24 points in the first half, outscoring the 
K-State team to take a 37-23 halftime lead. Meeks 



finished with a career-high 37 points. 

"We started feeling sorry for ourselves," Martin 
said. "We relaxed and didn't guard Meeks well for 
the last 12 minutes of the first half." 

Kentucky pulled out to a 54-37 lead at the 12:28 
mark of the second half, but K-State responded with 
a 22-7 run to close the gap to 61-59. 

But K-State couldn't get over the hump. Down 
three with a chance to tie with 13 seconds remain- 
ing, sophomore forward Dominique Sutton turned 
the ball over to end all hope for K-State. 

K-State shot just 36.4 percent as a team in the 
game. 

But the team didn't have much time to mope. It 
had to turn around and play just 16 hours later in the 
consolation game against Big Ten opponent Iowa on 
Saturday evening. 

The Hawkeyes were coming off a defeat at the 
hands of Bob Huggins' West Virginia team Friday. 

K-State struggled with its energy in the first half, 
and despite another frenetic comeback, the Wildcats 
fell short 65-63 as they were beaten at the buzzer on 
a lay-up by Iowa forward Cyrus Tate with no time 
remaining. 



"We never guarded the ball, which is our No. 1 
rule defensively," Martin said of the buzzer-beater by 
Tate. "Any intelligent human being who coaches bas- 
ketball will tell you if you can't stop the ball, you've 
got no chance to defend." 

K-State struggled with its energy early in the game 
while falling behind. The Wildcats allowed 10 offen- 
sive rebounds in the first half and missed 10 of its 
17 free-throw attempts as it went to the locker room 
down 36-25 at half. Overall, the Wildcats shot just 53 
percent from the free-throw line, making 16 of its 30 
attempts. 

"We came out feeling sorry for ourselves," Mar- 
tin said. "We were still dwelling on the fact that we 
didn't play well and didn't win last night." 

But the Wildcats put together a run once again 
and took a one-point lead with less than five minutes 
remaining on a Jamar Samuels basket. 

The lead changed almost every trip down the floor 
for both teams, and it was Samuels once again who 
came up big for the Wildcats, scoring on a put-back 
with eight seconds remaining, but it wasn't enough. 

The Wildcats' next game is against Oregon at 7:30 
p.m. Sunday in Eugene, Ore. 



5-0 Cats win on the road

Road games have become a familiar 
challenge for the K-State women's bas- 
ketball team as they completed their 
second road trip of the season during 
Thanksgiving break with two victories. 

The Wildcats are off to their first 5-0 
start since the 2005-06 season. 

K-State began the road trip in Jones- 
boro, Ark., as they took on the Arkan- 
sas State Red Wolves on Tuesday. 

Senior guard Shalee Lehning, a 
Wooden Award candidate, recorded 
her third career triple-double with 11 
points, 14 rebounds and 12 assists to 
propel the Wildcats to a 69-58 win. The 
triple-double marked both a record for 
K-State and the Big 12 Conference. 

The Wildcats saw their best shoot- 
ing performance of the season against 
Arkansas State with 52.9 percent, led 
by Ashley Sweat with a game-high 18 
points. 

While in Jonesboro, the Wildcats 
handed the Red Wolves just their third 
loss at home in 23 games and snapped 
their previous 11 -game win-streak 
within the confines of the ASU Convo- 
cation Center. 

Following the win in Jonesboro, the 
Wildcats traveled to Florida to take on 
the Dolphins of the University of Jack- 
sonville. K-State suffered a slow start 
offensively as they fell behind at half with 
a score 28-27. 

Yet a strong defensive performance limit- 
ed the Dolphins to 15 points throughout the 
second half and gave the Wildcats the win. 

Kari Kincaid and Ashley Sweat led In- 
state in scoring with 1 1 points each against 
Jacksonville and helped the Wildcats over- 
come a season-high 20 turnovers through- 
out the game. 

With the 5-0 start, the Wildcats complet- 
ed a stretch in which four of their first five 
games were away from Bramlage Coliseum. 
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The Wildcats saw their best shooting performance 
of the season against Arkansas State with 52.9 
percent. Kelsey Nelson scored 5 points and grabbed 
3 rebounds. The Wildcats are off to their first 5-0 start 
since the 2005-06 season. 



Yet the Wildcats have proved to be success- 
ful on the road under head coach Deb Pat- 
terson with a record of 75-71 in road con- 
tests. 

The Wildcats take on Alcorn State on 
Friday at home in the opening game of the 
Commerce Bank Wildcat Classic. The tour- 
nament will run through the weekend and 
feature Mississippi Valley State, Alcorn State 
and Arkansas. 

Tipoff for the Wildcats' match against Al- 
corn State is set for 6 p.m. Friday. 



Volleyball team gets win, bid

find their groove as the Cyclones handed 
K-State it's first sweep defeat of the sea- 
son in Manhattan. 

Iowa State won by scores of 25-19, 25- 
17 and 25-16 to sweep the season series 
against the Wildcats. 

Senior outside hitter Rita Liliom, who 
has been dominant at the net this season, 
was held to a single kill and commit- 
ted seven errors for a hitting percentage 
of -.207. The kill total was a season-low 
for Liliom and snapped her streak of 31 
consecutive matches with double-digit 
kills. Nataly Korobkova, Liliom's fellow 
outside hitter, led all Wildcat 
scorers with eight kills on the 
night. 

Liliom and Korobkova 
were two of five seniors play- 
ing their final home match - 
others included Megan Farr, 
Jenny Jantsch and Leslie 
Townsend. All five were hon- 
ored in a ceremony following 
the match. 

The Wildcats were able 
to rebound with a sweep of 
Texas Tech Nov. 29 in Lub- 
bock, Texas. K-State, which 
won by scores of 25-18, 25- 
18 and 25-20, dominated the 
match from start to finish as 
the Wildcats didn't trail un- 
til midway through the final 
game. 

Liliom returned to form 
as she led all scorers with 15 
kills and committed just five 
errors. The Wildcats finished 
the regular season with a 23-7 
record, including a 13-6 clip 
in Big 12 conference play. 

K-State was rewarded 
for its successful season when 
it received a bid in the NCAA 
tournament. The Wildcats will 
face Santa Clara University on 
Thursday in Seattle, Wash.

Renter's insurance needed 
in dorms, greek houses 



Editor, 

Recently I was given an assign- 
ment for a speech class covering a 
current campus issue. After fum- 
bling around a few topics I chose 
renter's insurance. It wasn't until I 
started research that I discovered 
the importance of the topic, espe- 
cially how it relates to students. 

I conducted an interview with 
Sarah Barr, the K-State student at- 
torney, and she put into perspec- 
tive how big of an issue this was 
at K-State because the majority of 
students don't have or even know 
about renter's insurance. The pur- 
pose of my cause is to have K-State 
implement a way of informing the 
student body about renter's insur- 
ance. 

I found that there are really 
three assumptions that lead to stu- 
dents' lack of coverage. These con- 
sist of renters assuming they are 
covered under their landlords' in- 
surance or by the college or their 
parents. 

First off, though your landlord 
might have insurance, it is only for 
the building itself - not the content 
of that building. As far as the fami- 
ly policy goes, some do cover little 
things, but unless a specific writer 
is put in, most of a renter's personal 
items will not be covered while liv- 
ing away from home. 



Finally, if students are living 
in a greek house or residence hall, 
they are inclined to think the col- 
lege is responsible. This is false; nei- 
ther provide any type of insurance 
to compensate students for damag- 
es or stolen property. 

However K-State can easi- 
ly inform its students by taking ad- 
vantage of two key opportunities. 
By mentioning renter's insurance 
at student orientation, parents and 
students would be able to decide 
what they need to do. 

The second method K-State 
could utilize would be to insert a 
pamphlet into new student pack- 
ets. The dorms already have some- 
thing similar to this that comes 
with the application packet, but it is 
only available to those living in the 
dorms. 

In conclusion, K-State easi- 
ly can make some minor additions 
and provide this vital information 
to its student body. I will be giving a 
speech at 7 p.m. Thursday in Nich- 
ols Hall as part of a free-speech 
presentation. 

I urge anyone who is interest- 
ed to attend. I will have a petition 
for whoever is willing to sign, and 
I will be answering questions after- 
ward.

how often they noticed peo- 
ple or their surroundings on 
campus, only about 1 per- 
cent of the students said 
they are completely involved 
in their devices and seldom 
look around while walking 
on campus. Nearly 45 per- 
cent said they are involved 
in their devices but can pay 
attention to the important 
things around them. About 
39 percent said they seldom 
look at their devices while 
walking around and are usu- 
ally paying attention to their 
surroundings or the people 
near them, and about 15 per- 
cent claimed that they were 
totally alert and paying at- 
tention to their surroundings 



or people near them while 
walking on campus. 

Charlene Kamper, who 
recently spoke at K-State, 
is a teacher and speaker on 
teen issues, learning, and re- 
lationships from The Dib- 
ble Institute. The institute 
is a nonprofit organization 
dedicated to helping young 
people learn the skills neces- 
sary for successful relation- 
ships and marriages. In a re- 
cent press release, she stat- 
ed that students' overuse of 
technology "is altering the 
developmental and educa- 
tional process." 

According to the press 
release, she said when stu- 
dents listen to something 
new electronically after a 
class, the new information 



can disrupt the brain's com- 
prehension of the class ma- 
terial. 

"The brain is capable 
of parallel processing, and 
when a student leaves class, 
his or her brain typically 
continues processing the ed- 
ucational message for a lon- 
ger period of time," Kamper 
said. 

An overload from multi- 
tasking, especially if the tasks 
are unrelated to each other, 
can slow down the brain's 
ability to link thoughts prop- 
erly, Kamper said. 

Prins recounted his own 
experience in an airport, 
where the number of peo- 
ple on their cell phones was 
overwhelming. 

"I felt like an alien in a

Nellis said in order to expand 
MSOs presence on campus, 
Holtz Hall will be convert- 
ed to the new Multicultural 
Student Center. The current 
MSO office is in the K-State 
Student Union next to the 
91.9 radio station. 

Many ethnic minority 
students at K-State gain ad- 
vice from peers, profession- 
al leadership and exposure 
through Multicultural Stu- 
dent Organizations on cam- 
pus, including the Hispanic 
American Leadership Orga- 
nization. 

There are 23 multicul- 
tural student organizations 
sponsored by the Office of 
Diversity of K-State. There 
are also nine historically 
Black and two Latino frater- 
nities and sororities. 

Nellis agreed with Gor- 
don that MSO's have a pos- 
itive impact on students. On 
a predominately white cam- 
pus it is important to have 
MSO's like BSU for students 
to feel connected and a part 
of campus, Nellis said. 

"There are a number of 
programs that are working," 
he said. "We just need to ex- 



pand the number of students 
impacted by these. We need 
to make sure that all students 
feel like they have a support 
group." 

Not only do ethnic mi- 
nority students benefit from 
these organizations, but the 
campus benefits as a whole, 
Gladney explained. 

"MSO's help with the 
premise of diversity as a 
whole," he said. "We have 
people of different cultures 
and heritages at K-State and 
MSO's helps us not to be- 
come monotone." 

Gladney said MSOs en- 
hance campus in two ways: 
it creates a sense of family 
for students who might feel 
alienated on campus and 
they educate the campus 
about other cultures.

ITY STUDENTS BENEFIT 

Jasmine Hammond, 
freshman in pre-journalism, 
is the new student support 
chair for the K-State Black 
Student Union. 

This year, the Big 12 
Council of Black Student 
Government created a Fresh- 
men Action Team to retain 
black students at all Big 12 



Universities, which all have 
predominately white cam- 
puses. 

The purpose of the fresh- 
men action team is to help 
black freshmen gain lead- 
ership skills to be active on 
campus and to help the re- 
tention rate of black students 
at K-State, Hammond said. 

One feature of the pro- 
gram includes study sessions 
from 7 p.m. - 10 p.m. every 
Wednesday in Hale Library. 
Blackwell who attends the 
study sessions said it helps 
him to stay focused by being 
around students that he can 
relate to culturally. 

"BSU is very important 
to me because I feel an urgen- 
cy to represent the organiza- 
tion well," he said. "When I 
walk around on campus I am 
not just representing myself 
but I am representing a suc- 
cessful organization." 

K-State's BSU has won 
several awards in its 40 years 
on the K-State campus. This 
year they were awarded Best 
BSU in the Big 12. 

Several colleges around 
campus have diversity orga- 
nizations that are a ready- 
made connection for minori- 
ty students.

surreal world of phantoms. 
Likewise, iPods allow us to 
be plugged into an incredi- 
bly rich soundscape, private- 
ly listening to recorded voic- 
es and music while walking 
across campus, eating in a 
diner, or driving in your car." 

He said in his lecture 
hall, he will occasionally tap 
a student on the shoulder 
who is listening to an MP3 
player. 

"It is as if I just woke 
them up, because they were 
mentally and emotionally 
tuned in elsewhere. Being 
with someone plugged up, 
I realize I am tuned out, al- 
most completely irrelevant 
in that person's environ- 
ment," Prins said. "In short, 
the digital revolution pres- 



ents us with a paradox, an 
internal contradiction: the 
new technology both pro- 
motes and impairs 'connec- 
tivity.'" 

Prins said he believes 
there could be a possible 
psychological impact from 
MP3s, "when waves of mu- 
sic drown out the more sub- 
tle sounds of leaves blowing 
in the wind or drops of water 
falling on the ground." 

"And what happens 
when we have become thus 
desensitized to nature?" he 
said. "Is there such a thing 
as becoming addicted to mu- 
sic, when silence is boring or 
simply unbearable?" 

Students were given an 
opportunity to give any addi- 
tional thoughts or opinions 



on the use of technology at 
the end of the survey several 
students were very eager to 
comment. 

"This is one of the first 
things I noticed when I came 
to K-state," wrote Cody Ban- 
semer, junior in pre-journal- 
ism and mass communica- 
tions, in the comment sec- 
tion of the survey. "People 
are hard to meet because 
they are too busy in their 
own world. They also walk 
out into traffic without look- 
ing or thinking twice while 
on their MP3 or cell phone. 
It's only a matter of time be- 
fore someone gets hit. I think 
it curbs away from interper- 
sonal communication and 
the ability to meet new peo- 
ple."
